Plans for an Open House Oct. 
7 and compilation of results 
on a recent poverty level sur­ 
vey taken in Tehama County 
are today occupying workers at 
the county Community Action 
Project in Red Bluff. 
New office of the project is 
at 702 Elm Street where an 
Open House will take place 
Monday, according to Mrs. Lucy 
S a m p l e, project coordinator. 
Mrs. Sample explained that the 
project purpose is to involve 
low income people in starting 
programs 
to benefit 
them­ 
selves. 
The project is funded by the 
Office of Economic Opportuni­ 
ty under a 
four-county sys­ 


tem which covers Lassen, Mo­ 
doc, Plumas and Tehama coun­ 
ties. Main office of the project 
is in SusanviUe where Executive 
Director Ed Merrill is station­ 
ed. 
In tabulating results of the re ­ 
cent survey here, Mrs. Sample 
and her staff uncovered some 
interesting facts. One of those 
was that while 40 per cent of 
people living in Los Molinos, 
Tehama, 
Gerber, 
Corning, 
Paskenta and Red Bluff make 
yearly wages of more than $5,- 
000, 35 per cent are consid­ 
ered under-employed, or m a­ 
king below $3,000. Of this group 
17 per cent has an income of 
less than $2,000 per year. 


“ This last is the figure that is 
most alarming,” Mrs. Sample 
said, “ as it does not show in 
statistics on unemployment, yet 
the people are below poverty 
level.” 
Some needs that were most of­ 
ten brought up by those being 
interviewed by survey were for 
better housing, education, le­ 
gal services, health and child 
care 
services, 
recreation, 
counseling, sanitary facilities, 
and better and more employ­ 
ment. 
Among other findings of the 
surveyors were that: 
— There are approximately 
1,375 
members of minority 
groups in the county, consist­ 


ing of about 27 Negroes, 500 
Indians, 600 with Spanish s ur­ 
names, 15 Chinese families, 
and a number of untabulated 
others. 
— Of people receiving wel­ 
fare assistance 50 per cent are 
in Red Bluff, 35 per cent in 
Corning and 13 per cent in T e­ 
hama, with the balance scatter­ 
ed in rural areas of the county. 
— The total labor force In 
1967 was 11,225 of which 10,- 
305 were employed. 
The 
average 
unemployment 
rate for the six months from 
January to June was approxi­ 
mately 9.6 per cent. 
— The seasonal farm labor 
force consists of 450 migrants 


annually with 250 to 300 other 
workers. Total farm labor force 
at the peak harvest last October 
was about 1200 persons. 
— Areas with the highest con­ 
centration of poverty based on 
the survey, considering welfare 
recipients, unemployment, sub­ 
standard 
housing, and state­ 
ments made on the census re ­ 
ports, are Red Bluff, Corning 
and Tehama.

That discussion, picked up in 
an office lunchroom and echoing 
worn sentiments that have been 
voiced repeatedly in countless 
conversations, reflects a chaf­ 
ing note in a common view of re ­ 
ligion. 
Analyzing it, theologian Daniel 
O. Dugan, of the University of 


Santa C lara, notes that C hris­ 
tians claim their faith provides 
a “ meaningful basis” for their 
labors in behalf of needy human 
beings. 
But working alongside C hris­ 
tians in the world, he adds, are 
many nonreligious humanists, 
with no concern for “ eternal 
m atters such as God, soul, 
heaven and hell,” but who nev­ 
ertheless dedicate years “ to 
the selfless serving of human 
beings in need.” 
“ So why be a Christian, any­ 
w ay?’ he asks in the Catholic

that in many 
cases, “ Christianity makes lit­ 
tle difference” in the extent of 
c o m p a s s i o n and generosity 
shown by individuals.

Air Force Expects To Release 
16,000 Guardsmen By Summer

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Air 
Force will release about 16,000 
Air National Guardsmen and 
reservists from active duty by 
next summer. But the Army 
says it still needs the 20,000 
men it called up to support the 
Vietnam war. 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford announced Wednesday 
night that some Air Guard and 
reserve units and individuals 
will be released before Janu­ 
ary, the rem ainder in April, 
May and June. 
However, Clifford warned the 
plans “ could 
be 
changed, of 
course, if unforeseen circum ­ 
stances arise.” 
He did not spell out what 
those 
circum stances 
might 
but but he obviously meant some 
new crisis at least as grave as 
the North Korean capture of the 
U. S. spy ship Pueblo and last 
w inter’s enemy 
offensive in 
South Vietnam. 
Those developments resulted 
in a two-stage m uster of some 


38,000 Air 
Force, Navy and 
Army reservists and G uards­ 
men in late January and mid- 
may. They were subject to up to 
two years in uniform. 
By releasing the 16,127 Air 
Guardsmen 
and 
reservists 
gradually over the next nine 
months, the Air Force said it 
will be able to replace dem o­ 
bilized pilots and navigators 
from its training program and 
by what it calls “ personnel 
management.” 
Among those to be released is 
Airman 1C Patrick J. Nugent, 
son-in-law of President John­ 
son. He has been in Vietnam 
since April. 
Replacements for the demobi­ 
lized citizen-airm en will have 
to come from the ranks of the 
regular A ir Force. 
“ As 
a result, some airm en 
will 
be selected to return to 
Southeast Asia for a second 
tour involuntarily sooner than 
would have 
been otherwise 
necessary,” the 
Air 
Force 
said. 


The Navy 
announced more 
than two weeks ago that it will 
deactivate six reserve squad­ 
rons and 600 officers and men 
by Nov. 1. They, too, were m us­ 
tered in the wake of the Pueblo 
seizure. About 1,000 reserve 
Seabees also are on active duty. 
But the Army said it does not 
now plan to release any of the 
20,000 men 
it called to the 
colors “ except upon expiration 
of 
their respective term s of 
service.” 
“ Only when it is determined 
that a need for these units no

Air Force Expects To Release 
16,000 Guardsmen By Summer 


By FRED HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AP)—The Air 
Force will release about 16,000 
Air National Guardsmen and 
reservists from active duty by 
next summer. But the Army 
says it still needs the 20,000 
men it called up to support the 
Vietnam war. 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford announced Wednesday 
night that some Air Guard and 
reserve units and individuals 
will be released before Janu­ 
ary, the remainder in April, 
May and June. 
However, Clifford warned the 
plans "could be changed, of 
course, if unforeseen circum­ 
stances arise." 
He did not spell out what 
those 
circumstances 
might 
but but he obviously meant some 
new crisis at least as grave as 
the North Korean capture of the 
U. S. spy ship Pueblo and last 
winter’s enemy 
offensive in 
South Vietnam. 
Those developments resulted 
in a two-stage muster of some 


38,000 Air Force, Navy and 
Army reservists and Guards­ 
men in late January and mld- 
may. They were subject to up to 
two years in uniform. 
By releasing the 16,127 Air 
Guardsmen 
and 
reservists 
gradually over the next nine 
months, the Air Force said it 
will be able to replace demo­ 
bilized pilots and navigators 
from its training program and 
by what it calls "personnel 
management.” 
Among those to be released is 
Airman 1C Patrick J. Nugent, 
son-in-law of President John­ 
son. He has been In Vietnam 
since April. 
Replacements for the demobi­ 
lized citizen-airmen will have 
to come from the ranks of the 
regular Air Force. 
"As 
a result, some airmen 
wiU 
be selected to return to 
Southeast Asia for a second 
tour involuntarily sooner than 
would have 
been otherwise 
necessary,” the 
Air Force 
said. 


The Navy 
announced more 
than two weeks ago that it will 
deactivate six reserve squad­ 
rons and 600 officers and men 
by Nov. 1. They, too, were mus - 
tered in the wake of the Pueblo 
seizure. About 1,000 reserve 
Seabees also are on active duty. 
But the Army said it does not 
now plan to release any of the 
20,000 men 
it called to the 
colors "except upon expiration 
of their respective terms of 
service.” 
"Only when it is determined 
that a need for these units no 
longer exists wiU they be re ­ 
leased prior to the terms of 
service for which they were 
called to duty,” the Army said 
after the Air Force move was 
disclosed.

Shortsighted Policy 


“ Buy American,” a alogoj that used to be hsard m.'re than it 
is now, has cropped up again in the House of Representatives. 
Some congressmen seek to prohibit the purchase of any aircraft 
or major component outside the United States. This would be a 
short-sighted policy, damaging for a num’oer of reasons. O.ie 
of them, though not the on* st important, is that such a ban would 
prevent the acquisition of useful devices simply because they 
were m?de abroad. 


The “ Buy American** slogan raises some vital objections. Such 
a restriction would injure our foreign trade. If enough Americans 
were forbidden to buy anything made elsewnere in the world, this 
would provoke retaliation from other countries. They might feel 
justified in banning purchase o* oj~ goods, and might also be 
driven into closer trade relations w.th the Soviet Union. 


Tne “ Buy Am rican** aironasea are, broadly speaking, o'tw o 
kinds. Som? are easily influenced by catchy slogans. Others are 
industrialists who would like nothing better than to make trade 
with foreign competitors illegal. 
The gains, if any, would go to 
a few. The loss would be nationwide. 


Which Way, Puerto Rico? 


Since Puerto Rico was granted commonwealth status 16 years 
ago, the question whether Puerto R’cans wish to retain close ties 
with the United States has repeatedly been put to them. In general 
elections, and in the 1967 plebiscite, the answer has always been a 
strong yes. 


That might seem to end the matter, but it does not. For though 
a majority of Puerto Ricans consistently support political parties 
favoring the present settqp or something not much different, an in­ 
dependence movement p ersists. 


Some might suppose that this is of little concern to us here in the 
United States. Tne fact is that it concerns us directly, and in two 
quite different ways. 


We have a large practical stake in the status of Puerto Rico. It 
is an important armed forces base, and there is heavy U. S. invest­ 
ment on the island. With these interests in m nd, the independence 
movement might be seen as a threat. Our responsibility as a cham­ 
pion of self-determination of peoples, however, tugs in the other 
direction. 


At present this drive does not appear to have much popular 
support. Most Puerto Ricans seem more or less content with the 
commonwealth status which permits home rule and exempts 
islanders from the federal income tax. 


Yet even among leaders who do not back outright independence 
there is sentiment for reform . It galls the islanders, for instance, 
that they cannot vote in presidential elections and are not repre­ 
sented in Congress. 
It galls th?m that despite this second-class 
citizenship Puerto Ricans must serve in the armed forces. 


Some within the independence movement believe in violence and 
sabotage, and have done millions of dollars of damage to American 
business establishments during the past year. That is clearly an 
intolerable approach that must be firmly dealt withby the govern­ 
ment. 


Some crying for independence are inclined to work through the 
ballot box, however, and we cannot in good conscience deny them 
the right to espouse their cause vigorously. Their present goal 
is 1972, when they hope to get enough popular backing to touch off 
a massive drive for independence. If Congress wants to avert that, 
it should lend a cordial ear to proposals for reform that would give 
Puerto Ricans more of a say in their own destiny.

Many women complain of list­ 
lessness, lack of energy’ and 
fatigue without any obvious 
evidence of physical disease. 
I have never ceased to won­ 
der how so many' young wom­ 
en are able to get through a 
day of activity, handling the 
chores of the house, the physi­ 
cal needs of the children and 
Lhe thousand demands made 
jn their energy. In fact, the 
‘tired beat” man who comes 
íome from the office after 
i hard days work that includ­ 
'd a two-hour martini lunch, 
jrobably does only one hun- 
Ireth as much as the little 
voman who is then expected 
o be bright, cheerful 
and 
¡harming after a day of m ar- 
ithon running. 
Some of my patients exhaust 
ne when they describe what 
Jiey do in a single day. A 
ootball player or a baseball 
jitcher gets a four-day rest 
Lfter expending less energy 
han you probably do. 
A psychological explanation 
>r. as you call it. a psychoao- 
natic one, m ust never be made 
ntii every physical exam ina­ 


tion has been “checked out.” 
Unless this is done carefully 
with a complete blood study, 
the real reason for your weak­ 
ness may be overlooked. 
It is true that severely dis­ 
tressed people can complain of 
weakness and lack of energy 
and fatigue. Even if they do, it 


should be known that a psy­ 
chological disorder can be just 
as 
distressing 
and 
perhaps 
even more so, than a physical 
one. 
Let us suppose that in your 
case it has been found there 
is no anemia or menstrual dif­ 
ficulty or chronic chest con­ 
dition to account for your 
tiredness. Let us further sup­ 
pose that it can be shown you 
are under tremendous physical 
and emotional pressure by the 
chores of running a household. 


There is no law th at says 
that you too cannot arbitrarily 
say to the children and even 
to your husband: “This is my 
time to rest.” They cannot as­ 
sume that you have limitless 
energy and will constantly be 
available to supply their per­ 
sonal needs. Somewhere along 
the line you must replenish, 
with what I consider to be an 
“emotional 
antibiotic,” 
the 
physical and emotional reserve 
that is so important to carry 
on another day’s work. 
You have a complete right 
to complain of your exhaustion 
whether or not there is in ad­ 
dition to your physical tired­ 
ness, loss of emotional reserve. 
Make a deal with your hus­ 
band and let him take over 
your chores for one weekend. 
He’ll come pleading and prom­ 
ising never again to accuse 
you 
of 
“malingering.” 
I’m 
leaving town today to avoid 
the w rath of all my men read­ 
ers, but then I’ve been ac­ 
cused of doing the very same 
thing myself. 


N eed Not 
Only For 
W izards 
As a broad, general rule it 
is true that a more and more 
complex society puts a higher 
and higher premium on know­ 
ledge and skill. Bui it also is 
true that as society grows more 
complex there will be a higher 
proportion of routine jobs re ­ 
quiring only low levels of intel­ 
ligence and training. 
This paradox springs from 
the fact that computers and 
other sophisticated toolscf mo­ 
dern technology do not have to 
be operated by people with high 
IQs. To operate many of these 
machines is a dull job that 
demands little skill or judg­ 
ment. As one expert observer 
put the m atter, “ It takes a hell 
of a lot less judgment to push 
a button than to operate an 
old-fashioned complex of gears 
and levers.** 
The quotation is from rem arks 
made recently by Henry Vis- 
cardi Jr., founder of the Hu­ 
man Resources Center in New 
York. He envisioned the com­ 
puter age, on whose verge we 
now stand, as providing millions 
of routine jobs that can be hand­ 
led by persons who are men­ 
tally retarded or handicapped in 
other ways. 
This is of great potential im ­ 
portance. 
The proportion of 
handicapped in our society is 
on the rise. The problem of 
finding gainful employment for 
such persons will grow. It is 
encouraging to be told that the 
computer age, far from de­ 
manding only mental wizards, 
will provide jobs to meet this 
need.

noted. The members of the eth­ 
nic groups were the employed, 
o r in all too many cases the 
unemployed; and the WASPs 
were the em ployers. 
In these last decades, however, 
mainly because of the New Deal 
and its Democratic afterm aths, 
all that has changed profoundly. 
Everyone, nowadays, is a “ c it­ 
izen with a full share’* (as Gen. 
De Gaulle once put it), except 
for the newly arrived Puerto 
DAILY CROSSW ORD 
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Ricans; in some m easure, the 
Mexican-Americans, and, alas 
and above all, for the black 
m i n o r i t y whose forefathers 
came here so long ago by no 
choice of their own. 
Moreover, what one saw and 
heard 
when George Wallace 
came to Cicero was all too 
rem iniscent, on a vast scale, 
of the old gatherings of the 
WASPish rich that used to turn, 
quite automatically, into hate- 
Roosevelt sessions. O bservers 
too young to remember the fe r­ 
vor that the Du Ponts and the 
like brought to their Liberty 
League found it all pretty hard 
to 
comprehend. 
Those 
with 
longers memories recalled the 
passions of the past while lis­ 
tening to the cheers for Wallace. 
For the people of the ethnic 
groups, once so poor and so 
excluded, are neither poor nor 
excluded today. They have their 
own large stake in this country 
now, and they expect their sons 
and daughters to increase that 
stake. In some sense, they have 
become WASPs by adoption; 
and what is scornfully called 
the “ Protestant ethic” is also 
their ethic. 
Furtherm ore, they are fright­ 
ened and angry because they 
think their stake is threatened, 
just as the millionaire members 
of the Liberty League were fri­ 
ghtened and angry because they 
thought (how falsely, as it has 
turned out) that their stake 
was threatened by F.D.R. 
There, really, is the source 
of the overwhelming national 
hostility to the students and 
professors of the New Left. 
There is the explanation of 
the strongly favorable national 
reaction to the toughness of the 
Chicago police, despite the un­ 
animous effort of the so -called 
media to depict Mayor Richard 
Daley and his men as consider­ 
ably worse than C o s s a c k s . 
There, above all, is the reason 
for the intense emotions evoked 
by the more extreme black 
m ilitants. 
So there is a mixed balance 
sheet, as so often in this life. 
On the one hand, it is a mighty 
feat to have raised the number 
of our “ citizens with a full 
share” from something like 
40 per cent to something like 
85 per cent in less than half 
a lifetime. 
But on the other hand, those 
minorities who still have noth­ 
ing like a “ full share** mean 
that the national task has by 
no means been completed. And 
the prevalence of fear and an­ 
ger are going to make it m i­ 
ghty difficult to complete that 
task, even although the whole 
American future demonstrably 
depends on its completion.

N.xon has surrounded himself 
with as efficient a staff as has 
ever conducted a presidential 
campaign. 
In 
the 
Madison 
Avenue jargon they speak, they 
have “ programmed” and pack» 
aged*' the candidate with a slick* 
ness that hasn't been matched 
since the build-up of the Esso 
tiger. 
Lke the 
Esso tiger, Nixon 
has been carefully coached to 
conceal his ferocious nature. 
He sm iles into the cam eras. 
H:s voice has a friendly rum» 
ble. He slides over controver» 
sial issues like Vietnam. He 
suppresses his penchant for 
making nasty cracks about the 
Democrats. He avoids Trf con­ 
frontations. 
This bland, pleasant cam­ 
paign has just about succeeded 
in making the public forget the 
rock-*em»sock-*em N.xon who 
used to call his oppents “ soft 
on Communism,” the belliger* 
ent Nixon who threw a punch 
at an advertising aide during 
the 1960 campaign, the darkly 
angry Nixon who blew up at 
the press after his defeat for 
governor of California in 1962. 
To keep Nixon's tem per from 
erupting, his campaign mana­ 
gers hustle him to bed early 
at night, encourage him to take 
time off and otherwise try to 
relieve the pressures that kept 
him constantly edgy in 1960. 
They haven’t forgotten how he 
lost his temper with Everett 
Hart, vice president of the fam­ 
ed B3i>iO advertising firm, 
who had taken a leave of absence 
during the 1960 campaign to help 
Nixon. 
The day before the election 
Nixon showed up in Detroit for 
a four-hour telethon. He com­ 
plained petulantly, as he prepar­ 
ed for the telecast, that too many 
unauthorized people were in the 
studio. 
Hart explained that 
press aide Herb Klein had let 
them in. 


Tersely, Nxon ordered Hart 
to “ get m? Major Hughes.” Hart 
suggested that since they would 
be on the air in a few minutes 
he had better devote the remain­ 
ing time to coaching Nixon.

didate and mar the new image 
they have created for him, there 
is always the risk in a pol­ 
itical campaign of an infor- 
seen incident.

President headquarters. There 
is little of the hoopla and hyster­ 
ia that sw irls in most campaign 
headquarters. The atmosphere 
is strictly businesslike. 
Even on the campaign trail, 
a telecopier keeps the candi­ 
date informed on all the latest 
developments while he is in the 
air, and an air-to-ground tele­ 
phone keeps him in constant 
touch with his political bases. 
Invariably his plane lands on 
schedule, he is met at the ramp 
by a Lincoln Continental, and 
the motorcade moves off at the 
prearranged moment. He del­ 
ivers his prepared speech, and 
the crowd usually cheers at 
the precise places anticipated in 
the script. 
The Madison Avenue huckst­ 
e rs are supremely confident 
that they can m arket Smtlin* 
Dick and persuade the American 
people to put a “ tiger” in the 
White House.

Some congress man soak to prohibit the purchase at any aircraft 
or major component outside the Untied States. This would be a 
short-sighted policy, damaging for a numiter of reasons. O.» 
of them, thoigh w* the n* at important, la that a-ich a ban w tukl 
prevent the acquisition of useful devices simply because they 
were mid* abroad. 


The “ Bay American” slogan raises some vital objections. Such 
s restriction would Injure our foreign trade. If enough Americans 
were forbidden to buy anything made eisewnere In the world, this 
would provoke retaliation from other countries. They might feel 
justified in bam tnj purchase o' o j- goods, and might also be 
driven into closer trade relations w.th the Soviet Union. 


The “ Buy Am ricaa" advocases are, broadly spoakinj, o' two 
kinds. Sotn? are easily influenced by catchy slogans. Others are 
industrialists who would like nothing better than to make trade 
with foreign competitors illegal. 
The gains, if any, would go to 
a few. The toss would be nationwide. 


Which Way, Puerto Rico? 


Since Puerto Rico was granted commonwealth status 16 years 
ago, the question wlntbe. Puerto R:cans w»sh to retain close ties 
with the United States has repeatedly been put to them. In general 
elections, and In the 1967 plebiscite, the answer has always been a 
strong yes. 


That might seem to end the matter, but it does not. For though 
a majority of Puerto Ricans consistently support political parties 
favoring the present setup or something not much different, an in­ 
dependence movement persists. 


As a broad, general rule It 
IS true that a more and more 
complex society put* a higher 
and higher premium on know­ 
ledge and aklU. But U aleo u 
true that as society grows more 
complex there will be * higher 
proportion of routine job* re* 
qulrlng only low levels of intel­ 
ligence and training. 
ThU paradox springs» from 
the fact that computer* and 
other sophisticated tool* of mo­ 
dern technology do not have to 
be operated by people with high 
IQs. To operate many of tiiese 
machines 1* a dull job that 
demands little skill or judg­ 
ment. As one expert observer 
put the matter, "li takes a hell 
of a lot less judgment to push 
a button than to operate an 
old-fashioned complex of gears 
and levers.” 
The quotation is from remarks 
made recently by Henry Vls- 
cardl Jr., founder of the Hu­ 
man Resources Center in New 
York. He envisioned the com­ 
puter age, on whose verge we 
now stand, as providing millions 
of routine jobs that can be hand­ 
led by persons who are men­ 
tally retarded or handicapped In 
other ways. 
This is of great potential im­ 
portance. 
The proportion of 
handicapped in our society is 
on the rise. The problem of 
finding gainful employment for 
such persons will grow. It is 
encouraging to be told that the 
computer age, far from de­ 
manding only mental wizards, 
will provide jobs to meet this 
need.

Yet even among leaders who do not back outright independence 
there is sentiment for reform. It galls the islanders, for instance, 
that they cannot vote in presidential elections and are not repre­ 
sented in Congress. 
It galls them that despite this second-class 
citizenship Puerto Ricans must serve in the armed forces. 


Some within the independence movement believe in violence and 
sabotage, and have done millions of dollars of damage to American 
business establishments during the past year. That is clearly an 
intolerable approach that must be firmly dealt withby the govern­ 
ment. 


Some crying for independence are inclined to work through the 
ballot box, however, and we cannot in good conscience deny them 
the right to espouse their cause vigorously. Their present goal 
is 1972, when they hope to get enough popular backing to touch off 
a massive drive for independence. If Congress wants to avert that, 
it should lend a cordial ear to proposals for reform that would give 
Puerto Ricans more of a say in their own destiny.

the 1960 campaign, the darkly 
angry Nixon who blew op i t 
the press after his defeat tor 
governor of California in 1962. 
To keep Nixon's temper from 
erupting, his campaign mana­ 
gers hustle him to bed early 
at night, encourage him to take 
time off and otherwise try to 
relieve the pressures that kept 
him constantly edgy in 1960. 
They haven't forgotten how he 
lost his temper with Everett 
Hart, vice president of the fam­ 
ed BBOiO advertising firm, 
who had taken a leave of absence 
during toe 1960 campaign to help 
Nixoa. 
The day before the election 
Nixon showed up in Detroit for 
a four-hour telethon. He com­ 
plained petulantly, as he prepar­ 
ed for the telecast, that too many 
unauthorized people were in the 
studio.

What, then, has happened to 
effect this strange transforma­ 
tion? 
The real answer, if you go to 
toe root of toe matter, is some - 
thing that does high honor to 
our peculiar American political 
system. 
For when FX .R. took office, 
toe WASPs just about owned the 
whole of this country, with a 
small share left over for toe 
successful Jewish families de­ 
scribed in “ Our Crowd.” God 
knows, to be sure, there were 
also plenty of poor WASPs then, 
and poor Jews, too. 


But where there was ownership 
or wealth or property, it was 
overwhelmingly WASP owner­ 
ship and wealth and property, 
with toe minor exception above- 
noted. The members of the eth­ 
nic groups were the employed, 
or in all too many cases toe 
unemployed; and toe WASPs 
were toe employers. 
In these last decades, however, 
mainly because of toe New Deal 
and its Democratic aftermaths, 
all that has changed profoundly.

THE SOURCE OF 
HUMAN FREEDOM 


The refusal of many young men to defend their country, burning their draft cards and spew­ 
ing venomous epithets at government leaders is brash acknowledgment that they do not under­ 
stand the basic principles of the freedom they claim has eluded them. 


"T h e source of human freedom in this country is the government and we must continue to 
demonstrate for this freedom until we get it," shouted one of their high-powered orators. 


The source of human freedom in this country or any other country is NOT the government. 
The source of human freedom is the source of human nature. At no time did human nature be­ 
come free. It has always been free. 


Society cannot take a monkey out of a tree and make him a free man. Neither can politics 
and war drive a man underground and make him a mole. It is possible to chain the hands but 
the heart cannot be chained. 


Protestors and rioters have never been separated from the innate liberty which is theirs. 
They themselves are the custodians of this freedom. What they do with it shapes their future. 
They and all of us are accountable for that freedom—to our neighbors, our country and our 
God. 


It is foolish to talk about freedom unless we talk about responsibility. It is silly to talk 
about rights unless we talk about duty. It is ridiculous to talk about liberty unless we talk about 
the law. In this life we cannot ship ourselves east of a moral Suez, "w here the best is like the 
worst; where there are no Ten Commandments," because "where there are no Ten Command­ 
m ents" there is no freedom, no liberty, no regard for human rights. 


Thus, we must come to accept freedom as a relative term, related by everlasting bonds 
to justice, to service and to God. Let no man clam or for freedom who refuses to obey the laws 
of the land and the laws of God. Let no man claim any right which is not inter-related to mor­ 
al duty. These are the truths of inspired teaching and divine revelation. 


Whenever men have turned from God and sought freedom they have found slavery and 
statism . This could be the fate of our own Am erica in the world conflict in which we are now 
engaged, though heaven forbid. 
But whatever destiny holds for us, we do not know that 
democracy cannot survive unless men come to understand that liberty is the product of God’s 
law; that justice and faith are the true context of freedom; that human rights are defended by 
m oral duties. 


Freedom is a gift of God as part of man’s divine nature.

The refusal oí many young men todefendtheir country, burning their draft cards and spew­ 
ing venomous epithets at government leaders is brash acknowledgment that they do not under­ 
stand the basic principles of the freedom they claim has eluded them. 


"The source of human freedom in this country is the government and we must continue to 
demonstrate for this freedom until we get it,** showed one of their high-powered orators. 


The source of human freedom in this country or any other country is NOT ti» government. 
The source of human freedom is the source of human nature. At no time did human nature be­ 
come free. It has always been free. 


Society cannot take a monkey out of a tree and make him a free man. Neither can politics 
and war drive a man underground and make him a mole. It is possible to chain the hands but 
the heart cannot be chained. 


Protestors and rioters have never been separated from the innate liberty which Is theirs. 
They themselves are the custodians of this freedom. What they do with it shapes their future. 
They and all of us are accountable for that freedom—to our neighbors, our country and our 


God. 


It is foolish to talk about freedom unless we talk about responsibility. It is silly to talk 
about rights unless we talkaboutdiky.lt is ridiculous to talk about liberty unless we talk about 
the law. In this life we cannot ship ourselves east of a moral Suez, "where the best is like the 
worst; where there are no Ten Commandments," because "where there are no Ten Command­ 
ments'' there is no freedom, no liberty, no regard for human rights. 


TIN», we must come to accept freedom as a relative term, related by everlasting bonds 
to justice, to service and to God. Let no man clamor for freedom who refuses to obey the laws 
of the land and the laws of God. Let no man claim any right which is not inter-related to mor­ 
al duty. These are the truths of inspired teaching and divine revelation. 


Whenever men have turned from God and sought freedom they have found slavery and 
statism. This could be the fate of our own America in the world conflict in which we are now 
engaged, though heaven forbid. But whatever destiny holds for us, we do not know that 
democracy cannot survive unless men come to understand that liberty Is the product of God’s 
law; that justice and faith are ti»e true context of freedom; that human rights are defended by 
moral duties. 


Freedom is a gift of God as part of man’s divine nature.

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Series Now Goes To Detroit Lool<s Like Anofher 
Tied Up At One Game Apiece 
Win For Cowboys

DETROIT (AP) —The Tigers 
are back in Detroit today, eager 
to bring to their kind of pack the 
kind of game that crushed the 
St. Louis Cardinals and tied the 
World Series at one game each. 
Following an informal discus* 
sion that helped thaw their 
first-game freeze, the Tigers 
whipped 
the 
Cardinals 
8-1 
Thursday behind the six-hit 
pitching of Mickey Lolich and 
the home run slugging of Lolich 
Willie Horton and Norm Cash. 
The performance was com­ 
pletely different from the one 
the Tigers put on Wednesday 
when, they eked out five hits 
against Bob Gftbson. Only one 
was an extra base blow, which 
was unusual for the club that 
led the American League with 
185 homers during the season. 
But their uprising against 
Nelson Briles and three relief 
pitchers was more like the game 
they’re used to playing in the 
smaller Tiger Stadium, where 
the Series resumes Saturday. 
“ In the first game, I was 
more nervous than I've ever 
been since my first day with the 
club," said A1 Kaline, who join­ 
ed Detroit right out of high 


school in 1953. 
Kaline 
and first baseman 
Cash, a nine-year Tiger, agreed 
that was the general malady 
that struck the Tigers in the 
first game loss, and then they 
did something about it. 
“ We 
had dinner together 
Wednesday night," Kaline ex­ 
plained, “ and we talked about 
how everyone was trying too 
hard. We said we had to talk to 
these guys and relax them, get 
them to play the kind of game 
we played all year. 
“ We had a lot of time when 
we got to the park so we just sat 
around talking . . . about going 
for base hits and playing our 
kind of game and not worrying 
about anything. You could tell 
from the time we went on the 
field that everyone was more 
relaxed. 
“ Then 
when 
Willie 
hit 
the home run, it gave us a big 
lift. It broke the jinx, or what­ 
ever you call it, and gave us 
momentum.

“ You have to give Lolich a lot 
of credit," said Cash, who col­ 
lected three of Detroit's 13 hits.

Then we went to our game, 
which is knocking the ball all 
over the country." 
It will be up to Pay Wash­ 
burn, 14-8, to keep the ball in Ti­ 
ger Stadium in Saturday's third 
game when he pitches against 
Earl Wilson, 13-12. Gibson and 
Denny McLain then pick up their 
duel Sunday. 


Briles' trouble was he didn’t 
have good stuff and as Gibson 
noted, “ This club is more capa­ 
ble of hitting home runs than, 
say, the Dodgers.

Here it is October now. Season of all seasons. Truly the best 
for any outdoor loving man. The warm trends seem to be diminish­ 
ing and the air is becoming crisper in the evening and morning 
hours with still the bit of Indian summer between. Here the stage is 
set for the great steelhead season to come and come it has. 
About anywhere from 350 to 500 steelhead per day are passing 
through the Red Bluff Diversion Dam with about twice as many sal­ 
mon. Not too many salmon have shown at the Coleman Hatchery 
as yet but a good number of steelhead are showing. Battle Creek 
is closed however, but at the mouth they are taking considerable 
numbers of steelies. The Creek closed September 30, and will not 
be reopened until November from 250 ft. above the Coleman 
weir to the mouth. The upper creek is open until October 31. 


UNIQUE METHODS ON SACRAMENTO RIVER 
In contrast to other streams and rivers, the Sacramento 
steelhead fishing methods differ quite a bit in that the methods 
used and approach must be adhered to and followed religiously 
for any amount of success. 
During the first part of the early run of steelhead, most of the 
conventional methods are used to a minor degree of success per 
angler. This is in cases when the fish are not what we call “hold­ 
ing" and are moving on upstream. Here you can get away with 
using most good lures, bait, flies or what have you. But the catches 
are still a little spotty until the salmon start spawning then things 
change a bit. When the salmon start spawning, they generally 
choose a nice shallow area from two to 5 feet deep with plenty of 
loose gravel and a good flow passing over it. These places are 
generally found closer to shore up at the head of riffles, be they 
large or small. Some salmon make their reds as close as 3 feet 
from the shoreline. Every year, just like clock work, they return 
and start in spawning on about the same dates as years before 
but sometimes in dwindling numbers. It is in these areas we 
find the best steelhead fishing from now through December. 
Now that we find that the reds (spawningbeds) are quite close, 
it only stands to reason that one must use caution in approach. 
Drifting over the reds in a boat or wading around and stirring up 
the place will do no one any good and will likely send any steel­ 
head scurrying off and the end result will be empty creels and 
lost tempers. It seems one of the greatest errors a steelheader 
unfamiliar with our river makes is to wade clear out in the middle 
clear up to his belly button not realizing that the fish are either 
right under or behind him. When approaching a riffle, don’t wade 
out too far. If there are others there you can get a good idea just 
about where the line is and the fishing channel. The steelhead feed 
right in or behind the salmon. Don’t spook them because they are 
just as wary as a brown trout. 
Still another problem in the game relates to tackle. Spinning 
gear is the most popular by far. But it seems that some fishermen 
think they are going out and catch a tuna or sturgeon with the big 
club of meat rods that are commonly used. In the Pacific North­ 
west they use heavy tackle and so many sporting goods dealers 
follow suit in selling similar or the same type gear for this area. 
Probably in reality, the best choice one could make in choosing 
steelhead tackle for this river is to go as light as possible. Even 
ultra-lite. For the fish become very soft takers and it is of great 
importance to get the feel of things which is most advantageous 
through the lighter gear. 
Then again, when we speak of gear, we must mention terminal 
tackle too. A variety of lengths of pencil sinkers will allow the 
angler to fish varied depths and velocity of water. If the sinker is 
sliding on the line via a barrel swivel, all the better because you 
can feel the take if the sinker hangs up. Also on terminal gear, 
we have the hook. Placed upon the hook should be a facsimile of 
what the steelhead are feeding upon. (Any fishing for that matter 
and you got the horse whipped.) In our case it is the salmon egg 
and its imitations made from the vise. Flies of bright colors plus 
many other favorites may work also but our case still holds as 
standard. 
The fly-fisherman will likely have to work harder than the spin- 
man because the drift where the steelhead generally lie is in fast­ 
er water and by the time the presentation is at its effective point, 
it has passed the fish. However, there are some riffles that flatten 
out well where a fly-fisherman with a good Hi-D shooting head 
can take fish. 
And before we terminate this episode, may we say that steel­ 
head fishermen in general are jealous animals. If the other guy 
gets a fish on you hate him. If you get one on you are the great­ 
est guy in the world and are intoxicated with joy. There are sev­ 
eral points to remember about this animal. First, he likes his 
fishing territory respected. Don’t take unless he yields to you. 
Next, get out of the way and let the boy land his fish even if you 
hate him. Third, don’t take his spot or drift over same in a boat 
as here you’re likely to catch it from all animals. And last but 
really not the least or the last . . . in essence, don’t anchor 
your boat in the spawning beds or out in the middle of a line of 
steelhead anglers. This is showing very poor manners and you are 
likely to be reminded of it. The least one could do in this case is 
pull his boat in at the extreme safe lower end of a riffle and walk 
up and join the party. If you don’t like crowds, fish during the week 
or somewhere accessible by boat only. Well, anyway, it’s a great 
game and if you play it right you can have a lifetime of annual 
steelhead fun on the Sacramento River, Northern California, 
U. S. A„ Planet Earth.

SPENCER’S FISH 
TALES 


Here it Is October now. Season at all seasons. Truly the best 
for any outdoor loving man. The warm trends seem to be diminish­ 
ing and the air is becoming crisper in the evening and morning 
hours with still the bit of Indian summer between. Here the stage is 
set for the great steelhead season to come and come it has. 
About anywhere from 350 to 500 steelhead per day are passing 
through the Red Bluff Diversion Dam with about twice as many sal­ 
mon. Not too many salmon have shown at the Coleman Hatchery 
as yet but a good number of steelhead are showing. Battle Creek 
is closed however, but at the mouth they are taking considerable 
numbers of steelles. The Creek closed September 30, and will not 
be reopened until November from 250 ft. above the Coleman 
weir to the mouth. The upper creek is open until October 31. 


UNIQUE METHODS ON SACRAMENTO RIVER 
In contrast to other streams and rivers, the Sacramento 
steelhead fishing methods differ quite a bit in that the methods 
used and approach must be adhered to and followed religiously 
for any amount of success. 
_* 
During the first part of the early run of steelhead, most of the 
conventional methods are used to a minor degree erf success per 
angler. This is in cases when the fish are not what we call “hold­ 
ing" and are moving on upstream. Here you can get away with 
using most good lures, bait, flies or what have you. But the catches 
are still a little spotty until the salmon start spawning then things 
change a bit. When the salmon start spawning, they generally 
choose a nice shallow area from two to 5 feet deep with plenty of 
loose gravel and a good flow passing over it. These places are 
generally found closer to shore up at the head of riffles, be they 
large or small. Some salmon make their reds as close as 3 feet 
from the shoreline. Every year, Just like clock work, they return 
and start in spawning on about the same dates as years before 
but sometimes in dwindling numbers. It is in these areas we 
find the best steelhead fishing from now through December. 
Now that we find that the reds (spawning beds) are quite close, 
it only stands to reason that one must use caution in approach. 
Drifting over the reds in a boat or wading around and stirring up 
the place will do no one any good and will likely send any steel­ 
head scurrying off and the end result will be empty creels and 
lost tempers. It seems one of the greatest errors a steelheader 
unfamiliar with our river makes is to wade clear out in the middle 
clear up to his belly button not realizing that the fish are either 
right under or behind him. When approaching a riffle, don’t wade 
out too far. If there are others there you can get a good idea just 
about where the line is and the fishing channel. The steelhead feed 
right in or behind the salmon. Don’t spook them because they are 
just as wary as a brown trout. 
Still another problem in the game relates to tackle. Spinning 
gear is the most popular by far. But it seems that some fishermen 
think they are going out and catch a tuna or sturgeon with the big 
club of meat rods that are commonly used. In the Pacific North­ 
west they use heavy tackle and so many sporting goods dealers 
follow suit in selling similar or the same type gear for this area. 
Probably in reality, the best choice one could make in choosing 
steelhead tackle for this river is to go as light as possible. Even 
ultra-lite. For the fish become very soft takers and it is of great 
importance to get the feel of things which is most advantageous 
through the lighter gear. 
Then again, when we speak of gear, we must mention terminal 
tackle too. A variety of lengths of pencil sinkers will allow the 
angler to fish varied depths and velocity of water. If the sinker is 
sliding on the line via a barrel swivel, all the better because you 
can feel the take if the sinker hangs up. Also on terminal gear, 
we have the hook. Placed upon the hook should be a facsimile of 
what the steelhead are feeding upon. (Any fishing for that matter 
and you got the horse whipped.) In our case it is the salmon egg 
and its imitations made from the vise. Flies of bright colors plus 
many other favorites may work also but our case still holds as 
standard. 
The fly-flsherman will likely have to work harder than the spin- 
man because the drift where the steelhead generally lie is in fast­ 
er water and by the time the presentation is at its effective point, 
it has passed the fish. However, there are some riffles that flatten 
out well where a fly-flsherman with a good Hi-D shooting head 
can take fish. 
And before we terminate this episode, may we say that steel­ 
head fishermen in general are jealous animals. If the other guy 
gets a fish on you hate him. If you get one on you are the great­ 
est guy in the world and are Intoxicated with joy. There are sev­ 
eral points to remember about this animal. First, he likes his 
fishing territory respected. Don’t take unless he yields to you. 
Next, get oto of the way and let the boy land his fish even if you 
hate him. Third, don’t take his spot or drift over same in a boat 
as here you’re likely to catch it from all animals. And last but 
really not the least or the last . . . in essence, don’t anchor 
your boat in the spawning beds or oto in the middle of a line of 
steelhead anglers. This is showing very poor manners and you are 
likely to be reminded of it. The least one could do in this case is 
pull his boat to at the extreme safe lower »nd of a riffle and walk 
up and join the party. If you don't like crowds, fish during the week 
or somewhere accessible by boat only. Wen, anyway, it’s a great 
gama and if you play tt right yon can have a lifetime of annual 
steelhead fun on the Sacramento River, Northern California, 
U.S.A., Planet Earth.
